DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The 103 rejections over lida et al. on claims 1-8, 11-12, and 15, tine 103 
rejections over lida et al. in view of Heinze et al. and Hoeschele on claims 9-10 and 
13, and the 103 rejections over lida et al. in view of Borman et al. on claim 14 have 
been overcome due to the amendment to claim 1 in regards to change of the BM/TM 
ratio. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

Claim 13, line 1, delete "claim 1", and insert "claim 9". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

The closest prior art lida et al. (US 4656241) discloses most of the limitations in 
claim 1. There are two differences. The disclosed value of "P" (3.92 as calculated) in 
the reference is close but fails to overlap with claimed range of 4-7. The disclosed 
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value of BM/TM is 1 .6, smaller than the amended value of BM/TM, which defined as not 
less than 2.1. 

Therefore claims 1-15 are found allowable. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, with respect to rejection to claims 1-15 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. As a result of amendment, the rejections have been 
withdrawn.
